Chairman Brigham Contradicts a Re-

WABHINGTON, March 5.—Chairman 
Brigham of the government board, in 
charge of the government exhibits at the 
St. Louis World's Fair, said to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today that the ru- 
mor that the government board had asked 
Mr. Tawney, chairman of the Exposition 
committee, to introduce a bill to postpone 
the World’s Fair because the government 
exhibits could not be prepared in time was 
absolutgly unfounded. He said that so far 
as the government exhibits were concerned 
they would be ready by 1903. 

“While it is true,’’ he said, ‘‘that the ex- 
hibits could be made much better and more 
comprehensive if the Fair would be post- 
poned and the cost of the building would 
be increased at least $50,000 by rushing It 
to completion, yet we will be ready with 
the government exhibits by May 1, 1903. 

He said that if postpenement is made the 
request will have to come from the man- 
agement of the Fair. He said, however, that 
the government board was anxious to know 
as soon as possible how much money they 
are to have with which to make the govern- 
ment exhibits. 

The exhibits will have to be prepared ac- 
cording to the appropriation provided for 
them, and Mr. Brigham and the board are 
anxious to begin the work of preparation. 

Mr. Brigham suggests that some one Tep- 
resenting the Fair company be sent here to 
urge immediate action on this appropria- 
tion, and that the appropriation be made 
as large as possible in the interest of more 
extensive exhibits.

SANTOS-DUMONT’S NEW FIELDS 


Aeronaut Says He ‘will Experiment 
Hereafter in the United States 
and England. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 5.—Santos-Dumont, the 
famous aeronaut, arrived in London today. 
In an interview with the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent he sald: “I have only come to 
London now for a very short visit to make 
arrangements for charging the balloon 
which is to be ured In my experiments here. 

“IT have been this afternoon examining 
the ground about the Crystal Palace, but 
I am afraid it is too small. I require much 
more accommodation than that, and for 
the moment there is some difficulty in find- 
ing it.

POLITICAL FEUD CULMINATES 


SHEA WAS WITH THE “CUDDY” 
MACK FACTION. 


Ss 


Assailant Is a Member of the House of 
Delegates, and Already Had a 
Shooting to His Credit, 
Though Acquitted. 


“Snake Kinney was arrested at Broad- 
way and Market street at 12:30 for the 
shooting of Daniel L. Shea in a restaurant 
at Union Market Wednesday morning. He 
gave bond in James Cronin’s saloon. The 
sureties aré Charles Lemp, the younger 
brewer, and Joseph Hannauer. The bond 
is for $5000. 


Thomas, alias ‘“‘Snake,’’ Kinney, member 
of the House of Delegates from the Fourth 
ward, added another notch to his gun early 
Wednesday morning, when, according to 
the police, he entered Maloney’s restaurant 
and without provocation shot Daniel Shea,’ 
a steamfitter, who resided with his family, 
consisting of his wife and five children, at 
1222 North Eighth street. 

Shea was removed to the City Hospital. 
The bullet entered the right cheek and came 
out at the back of the neck. 

Kinney, who was accompanied by his 
brother Mike and: by Maurice Shea, es- 
caped. - 

“IT have investigated the case carefully, 
said Police Sergeant Houlihan of the Four:h 
district to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and I find 
that the shooting was unjustified. 


SHEA WAS AT TABLE. 

“Shea was eating at the restaurant when 
Kinney and his friends walked in. 

“Without warning Kinney drew his re- 
paver and fired two shots. One took ef- 
ect. 

“Kinney.did not return to. his home at 
1012 Collins street, Tuesday night, and a 
search of the neighborhood has failed to 
give us a trace of his whereabouts.”’ 

The police believe the shooting was the 
result of a bitter political feud which has 
existed between the followers of Snake 
Kinney on the one side and John McGilli- 
cuddy (Cuddy Mack) and John (‘“‘Baldy’’) 
Ryan, all Democratic ward politicians of 
more or less prominence. 


DESERTION CHARGED. 

At the City Hospita! Shea declared to the 
Post-Dispatch that he was shot by Snake 
Kinney because he had deserted the Kin- 
néy faction. | 

“I was in the restaurant about 2 o’clock,’’ 
he said, ‘‘when Kinney, his brother Mike, 
Maurice Shea and Thomas Owend came ip 
and sat down at the tate where I was 

“Snake said ‘Hello,’ and I responded to 


the greeting. 

‘Then he began to question me as to why 
I had deserted his crowd, and I told him, 
as I had before, that I did so for my own 
good. 

“Tl had about finished eating and was 
about to get up when Snake jumped up, too, 
and, leveling the revolver at me, fired twice. 

“As I fell they ran from the restaurant. 


SHEA WANTED A JOB. 


“The trouble between me and Snake 
started when he promised to help me get 
a job just shortly before the last election 
and went back on his promise. 

“In fact the had already pledged to give 
a position, but instead he indorsed a man 
named Rogers for the place. 

“T have been trying to get something to 
do at the City Hall, but ‘Snake’ has been 
knocking me all the time. 
“I was in the office of the Board of 
Public Improvements last Saturday and 
saw Mr. Edwards about > position 
there. I explained to him that Kinney was 
not my friend and would try to queer my 
chances. Mr. Edwards told me not to pay 
any attention to that. 


KINNEY’S GREETING CHILLY. 

‘‘As I came out into the corridor I saw 
Kinney and we spoke. It was a kind of 
faint-hearted eeting, however, and we 
assed on. That was the last I saw of 
im until this morning.” 
Tragedy and murderous assaults have 
followed upon this breaking of the political 
bond and the police say the end is not 


Kinney, “Cuddy Mack” and 
‘“RBaldy’’ Ryan have dominated the riff-raff 
of Fourth ward politics for years. 


FORCE A KINNEY WEAPON. 
Force, rather than strategy, is their po- 


litical method. 
Up to the November election these men 


were on comparatively friendivy terms. 
There had beer animosities among them 
before that time and the ambition of 
“Snake” Kinney to become a municipal 
statesman prompted a little jealousy. 
Riotous scenes marked the nomination of 
Kinney. The jealousy which had smoldered 
for months broke out Into determined hate 
and shotguns succeeded the influence of 
oratory in t convention hall. 
John ("‘K Sheridan was 
opponent. 

yan and McGillicuddy lined up for Sher- 
idan, but Kinney swept the convention and 
was just as triumphantly elected. 


FIGHT OVER PATRONAGE. 
After the election the Ryan-McGillicuddy 
faction wanted to @ivile the patronage of 
the ward. ‘Snake’ wouldn't have it. 

From that disagreement dates the bitter- 
est features of the feud. 

Fist fights came first, then revolvers and 
murder was done. 

Red Houlihan, a constituept of Kinney, 
became involved in an argument at Ryan 
& McGillicuddy’s saloon at Sixth street 
and Franklin avenue one night. 

Words led to blows and Ryan drew a re- 
volver and shot Houlihan to death. Self- 
4efense was the ground on which he was 
acgulitted. 

Next followed the peeing of John Ryan 
at Twelfth street and Clark avenue. is 
time the Kinney faction proved the ag- 
g@ressor. 

KINNEY SHOOTINGS RECALLED. 

Ryan was shot, as he charged, by Michael 
Kinney, and for days he hovered between 
life and death at the hospital. 

“Snake Kinney is 35 yeare ol4. Until 
recently he condacted a saloon at Second 
and Carr eireets. He now has a place on 
Ninth street, between Olive and Pine. 

He has a resolute character, and his dic- 
tatorial manner, backed up by the support 
ef adoring ward heelers, has made him 
feared as well as outwardly respected. He 
has kUled his man. 

The victim was ey Higgins. This 
deed was committed at Sixth and Morgan 
streets six years ago. rt is eaid to have 
been the Outcome of a political fight. 

ne was a notorious character and 
considered somewhat of a bully.

In his talk to the Manufacttrers’ Association Postmaster 
Baumhoff, while admitting the need of fast mail service, concen- 
trated attention on a new fast mail morning train on the Frisco 
Railway, which has already announced a new fast afternoon 
train.

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MILK INSPECTION IN ST, LOUIS. 


Poa 

Tuesday's Post-Dispatch contained an article of great interest 
to the milk users of St. Louis. It bristled with facts and figures 
showing that under present conditions the user of milk has no 
protection against fraud and the disease and suffering that may 
result from such fraud. 

The existing ordinance providing for milk inspection was 
passed 12 years ago. In 1891, the State Supreme Court declared 
this law invalid. Since then repeated efforts to obtain the pas- 
sage of new ord'!nances for milk inspection have been defeated. 
The milk Inspector has no deputies, although it is a physical im- 
possibility for him to do all the work required. As he cannot 
prosecute offenders under the law, his work has become largely 
perfunctory, consisting chiefly of an annual report to the mayor 
on the violations of an invalid law, on which report nothing is 
ever done. The entire duty of milk inspection has become a farce 
and accomplishes practically nothing in the way of safeguarding 
the citizens against frauds in milk. 

Yet the inspector admits that such frauds are common. And, 
as everyone knows, this means constant danger of disease and 
even death to the people. Children especially suffer because of 
this neglect on the part of the city to protect them. Every year 
terrible sickness and death are the result of poisoning caused 
by impure milk.

MR. POST’S SCHEME. 


The scheme ef Mr. C. W. Post to try out 
the relative efficiency of British and Amer- 
lean seamen and to find what part the 
sailor plays in the winning of international 
yacht races will probably meet the appro- 
bation of most people. 

The close finishes of the Shamrock II and 
the Columbia, in the last cup races, cer- 
tainly leave it| open to question if some 
maneuver of seamanship should not have 
made up the few seconds that separated 
the finishing times of the two vessels in at 
least one instance. 

Mr. Post's idea was to substitute Amer- 
jean sailors for English on the Shamrock 
and English for the American on the Co- 
lumbia and race the two again under the 
new conditions, 

Sir Thomas has generously volunteered 
the loan of his yacht and Mr. Post will 
endeavor to carry out his pet idea. Wheth- 
er there is anything in the bellef that one 
expert set of men, ably officered, are any 
better than those of another nation is a 
much-mooted question. There are those 
who have said of the last international 
match. able critics, too, that the Shamrock 
was the better boat and with the American 
crew aboard would have won. 

Mr. Post's idee would bring this point 
past the mere assertive stage into one 
of demonstration. It could do no harm to 
give it a trial, though it might reduce the 
rivairy to a more bitter and personal point 
as between the crews of.the craft. It would 
be worth some sacrifice to know that our 
feamen, as well as our boats, have been 
winning races.
